Philadelphia, Jan. 18.—-The director 


of 
the 
Philadelphia 
observatory, 


Professor 
Snyder, announces 
that 


he has discovered the existence of 
radium In the solar photosphere and 
of 
radium emanation in the solar 


corona and In the auroral streamers of 
the earth. He also finds that radium 
and radium emanation, the latter iden- 
tical with coronlum, are widely and 
corralatively distributed In stars, neb- 
ulae and very probably comets. 
He 


further announces these laws: 


First, there is universal celestial 


radio activity, namely, negative or as- 
sociative, and positire or dissociative 
transformation of the elements, with 
accompanying absorption and emission 
of radiant energy of characteristic fre- 
quencies and intensities. 


Second, maximum radio activity Is 


critically dependent upon the energy 
gradient, and Is therefore periodic and 
often local In sun, stars, new stars, 
nebula* and comets.

The frequent and somewhat heated 
controversies, however, relative to the 
date of Christ's birth early in the 
fourth ceutury led Pope Julius I. to 
order a thorough investigation of the 
subject by the learned theologians and 
historians of tbat period, which re- 
*ulted in an agreement upon Dec. 25, 
and tbat decision seemed to have so 
settled all disputes that that date was 
universally 
accepted except by the 


Qreek church. 
While thi* date was 


never changed, the reckoning of It is 
made according to the Gregorian cal- 
endar, which was adopted In the latter 
part of the sixteenth century, and up- 
on which computations of time in near- 
ly all civilized nations have since rest- 
ed.—American Queen.

Destructive Howitzers. 


A correspondent of the Associated 


Press, writing from Port Arthur, says 
tixa fortress could have held out for 
some time longer but for the fir* of th* 
Japanese 11-inch howit/.ers, which de- 
stroyed tbe food depots, the workshops 
and the ammunition stores, and made 
the repair of the defensive works im- 
possible. A close examination of the 
main line of th« defense of the west 
half of the eastern fortified ridges 
from East Keekwan mountain to the 
destroyed 
Sunshu 
mountain 
fort, 


where the Japanese infantry assaults 
and bombardments were concentrated 
during the last day* of the siege, dem- 
onstrated tae tremendous effectiveness 
of the 11-inoh howitzers. The Chinese 
wall on the slopes, the battery posi- 
tions upon the crest of the ridge, and 
the captured guarding forts In the rear 
were literally torn to pieces by the 
heavy shells. It is difficult to under- 
staad how the infantry remained in 
the trenches behind the Chinese wall, 
in which great breaches were made. 
The traverses and bombproofs of the 
battery positions OB Eboshiyama, in 
the rear of East Rihlung mountain, 
fort "H." the new Banjusan and Wanti 
hill positions in the rear of the Pen- 
lung mountain forts, presented an aw- 
ful seen*. 
Not a gun escaped dam- 


age by tbe Japanese bombardments. 
In the cr*st of the ridge great holes 
were torn, and the^gun emplacement* 
w*re converted into heaps of debris. 
Dozens of guns were smashed and 
burl«d from their carriages down the 
obverse side of the hill by the shell 
fire. Between Wantai hill and "H" 
fort a battery of 10-inch howitzers had 
been emplaced, and every one of these 
guns was 
damaged, while 
some of 


them were totally destroyed. 


Condition of Battleships. 


London, Jan. 18 —The Times corre- 


spondent at Port Arthur, detailing the 
damage to the Russian fleet, says the 
battleships Peresviet and Poltava can 
easily be floated, but that the former's 
superstructure is greatly damaged, and 
that the battleship Pallacla and the 
armored cruiser Bayan apparently are 
not seriously damaged and can be re- 
floated. These four vessels, the corre- 
spondent 
says, may be saved after 


great expense, but tbe difficulties will 
b« great, as there Is no dock in Japan 
for battleships. 
The battleships Ret- 


vizan and Pobieda seem to be hope- 
lessly damaged. As regards armament, 
the turret guns were all destroyed be- 
fore surrender.

prevented by the military authorities 
from render!of the last offices to til*

•f the regular clergy and driven oft the 
battlefield. The dying soldiers refused 
the ministrations of the regular clergy, 
saying they wished to die in their own 
faith. The report has evoked the com- 
ment that soldiers who are giving their 
live* for their country ought not to be 
persecuted and deprived of Jhe com- 
forts of their religion because they 
used two fingers in crossing them- 
Wives instead of three.

further said that the Chinese minla- 
ter had assured him that his govern- 
ment was equally desirous of remain- 
ing strictly neutral, and was doing her, 
utmost to prevent violations of her 
neutrality by either belligerent.

across the Neva, and bullets entered windows of the palace.
